O v er F ifty P e o p le I n j u r e d b y th e C o l' 
la p s e o i a G r a n d S tan d . 
N ew Y o r k , November 27ch—A terrible 
accident occurred at Eastern Park, Brook­ 
lyn, before the Yale-Princeton football 
game to-day. The b:g free stand on the 
eastern side of the grounds suddenly col­ 
lapsed, carrying down the entire load of 
hum an beings." It is estimated there were 
more than 2,000 people in the structure at 
the time. It was 
A SCENE OF INDESC BIB ABLE CONFUSION, 
And a panic followed the crash. The oc­ 
cupants were mostly men. A great major - 
ty of them were students from Yale and 
Princeton. There were also many women. 
They all lay in a confused and strug­ 
gling mass upon the ground. Many were 
completely buried under the wreckage. 
The screams, shrieks ahd groans were 
awful, and many fainted away from the 
injuries they received. 
In an instant there was a general rush 
for that part of the field, and a score of po­ 
licemen were soon engaged in pulling the 
maimed and wounded from the wreck. 
Other3 lent assistance, and within ten m in­ 
utes the whole place wa3 cleared. 
At first it was feared that some were 
killed, but this proved unfounded. 
A 
great many persons, however, were severely 
hurt, and broken limbs and bruised heads 
and bodies were numerous. The many 
friends of the people had ¡hem carried 
away before their names could be learned.

It excluded all 
purely grazing farms, and farms whose 
tenants did not reside on them. The limit 
of twenty years’ purchase, which was the 
objection to the bill of the last session, has 
been removed. 
In regard to increasing the power of the 
local authorities, Balfour said it would be 
absurd to leave communities under incite­ 
ment of agitators to determine whether 
they should adopt the remedy of going to 
the root of agraiian discontent. 
If they 
were to give local control in any form it 
ought to be by a plebiscite of rate-payers. 
enabling them under the safe-guards of 
the ballot to vote upon the question of 
granting a contingent portion of the guar­ 
antee fund for each county. 
Laboucuere moved an amendment against 
pledging the Imperial credit for che pur­ 
chase of land until the country st mid give 
consent at a general election.

Gladstone, Harcourt and Morléy walked 
out before the vote was taken. Parnell and 
all the Parneilite members voted with the 
Government. 
The bill was then given a first reading, 
amid the cheers of the Government sup­ 
porters. 
W hen the Parnellites were flocking into 
the division lobby to vote on Laboucbere's 
am endm ent, there was a sudden move­ 
ment, apparently instigated by Healy, who, 
with Sexton and a num ber of others, 
turned back and abstained from voting, 
while Parnell, Powers and thirty others 
supported the Government.

about Gladstone's attitude, and is more de­ 
termined tban ever to rem ain. If Mon­ 
day’s meeting opposes him he will appeal 
to the Irish people. 
The Dublin Freeman s Journal says: Par­ 
nell will issue a manifesto to the Irish peo­ 
ple, and meanwhile asks them to suspend 
judgment. 
Labourchere has written Parnell urging 
him to withdraw. 
Earl Spencer, in a speech to night, while 
eulogizing Parnell's work, said the opinion 
of the Libsrals is clearly against Parnell’s 
continuance as a leader. If be did not re­ 
tire the Irish cause would be thrown back, 
and wcuid be a mighty misfortune to Ire­ 
land and the empire. 
The -Yeit's again appeals to Parnell to ac­ 
cept Lord Spencer's cslm advice, and not 
give his lollowers the painful duty of re­ 
electing him. 
One of Parnell’s closest personal friends 
declares that he regards the movement to 
expel him as a Radical revenge for his sup­ 
port of the royal grants last summer, and 
that he will resist to the last this attempt 
to destroy the independence of the Irish 
party, and make them a mere appendage to 
the Liberal party. 


GLADSTONE HOLDS THE KEY.

THE MYSTERY OF THE REAR GUARD 


Those who are disposed to doubt Assad 
Farnu’s story of the cruelties practiced 
at Yambuya iu the camp of the rearguard 
of the Emin R elief Expedition should ex­ 
amine into the testimony of Assad more 
closely. 
The English journals champion­ 
ing the defense made for Barttelot claim 
that Assad is unworthy of belief; that he 
is contradicted by the discrepancies be' 
tween his affidavit and his unsworn state­ 
ments; that he was the interpreter for the 
rear guard, and under the influence of na­ 
tives at Yambuya; that, in bhort, as be is 
not an Englishman, he is not to be be­ 
lieved against Englishmen. 
It is a maxim of law that daily records, 
made at the time of occurrence, and when 
there was no expectation that they would 
be used as evidence, are to he received as 
strong props of the truth. 
Now it turns 
out that Assad, as was his habit as to all 
things transpiring during the expedition’s 
progress, kept a daily journal, wherein he 
entered the minutest details of daily life in 
the rear guard camp. 
These entries were 
made hour by hour, day by day, before 
Major Barttelot’s death, and before and 
after Stanley’s return in search of the 
guard. 
This journal, bearing on its face all the 
ear-marks of truth, fully sustains the 
charges entered against Barttelot. Flog, 
gings, according to this record, were al­ 
most constant, and Barttelot appears to 
have taken fiendish delight in them. 
The 
Major always had food in plenty, though 
the men were starving. 
That Jameson 
purchased a slave girl to be slaughtered, 
to solve the question whether the tribes 
were cannibals, Assad had reason enough 
to believe. 
For he saw the handkerchiefs, 
the medium of the alleged purchase, de­ 
livered, and the captive brought out and 
executed. 
Though this giving of the 
handkerchiefs may have lieen an innocent 
act on the part of Jameson, as is contended 
in defense of his memory, yet Assad’s rec­ 
ord is not thereby discredited. 
Assad’s explanation concerning the vari­ 
ance between his affidavit, which is prac­ 
tically a copy of his journal, and his oral 
statement, is reasonable. 
H e says that it 
was thought best by the Emin Relief Com­ 
mittee that he should withhold informa­ 
tion about the expedition, and hence his 
story as given the reporters is lackiug the 
facts set out in his journal. 
Further concerning the incident of can­ 
nibalism, it is worthy of consideration 
that Jameson’s own relation of the matter, 
written two weeks prior to his death, is 
damaging. 
He says that he gave six 
handkerchiefs, and did see “the most hor­ 
rible scene I ever witnessed in my life.” 
H e admits that he made sketches of the 
cannibalism, not at the moment, but later 
from memory. 
He admits that he did 
not protest, but excuses himself that the 
execution and all that followed were so 
sudden that he was dazed. 
All in all there is something about the 
history of that fatal camp that is horrify­ 
ing. 
The official records we fear will, 
when received, disclose facts that will 
shock the humane sense of the civilized 
world, and reveal cruelties, tortures and 
indignities that will make men blush for 
their sex.

their handiwork at the Chicago World’s 
Fair. They wish their contributions to 
be placed in the classes to which they be­ 
long, and that they shall not be, as is con­ 
templated, set apart and labeled “Woman’s 
Work.” 
That is to say, if a woman ex­ 
hibits an invention, an art creation, a 
labor-saving device, or any other result of 
her genius and skill, she should have all 
the advantage that there may be in being 
classed with all others who exhibit in 
competition any similar work. 
W hy not ? 
Why, if woman is permitted to enter the 
competitive field of labor and invention, 
should her exhibits be labeled with the 
sex of the producer or creator of the idea, 
or thing shown ? The very act of marking 
the sex of the exhibitor upon the article 
begs for it some special consideration, and 
this in itself is unfair to competitors. Why 
not place a sign over the inventions and 
exhibits of men—“The work of men”—as 
well as over the work of women ? Is there 
not as much warrant in reason for the first 
as the last designation? 
The exhibits 
should stand or fall upon their merits. 
There should be neither discrimination for 
nor against any exhibit because of the sex 
of the exhibitor.

than in any other, if we except Georgia.

$40,000 were sent into Nebraska to aid the

T h e T estim on y G iven in th e Suit o f th e 


C en tral Irrigation D istrict A gain st 


th e G lenn E state. 


W e publish below an editorial from the 
Colusa Sun of November 2d, edited by Will 
S. Green, the engineer of the Central Irri­ 
gation District of Colusa county. 
Mr. 
Green is well known throughout the State, 
was one of the parties litigant in the suit 
mentioned in the editorial, between the 
Central Irrigation District and the Glenn 
estate, was interested in the testimony, is 
responsible for his personal etatements as 
well as those appearing in his paper, and 
we have therefore deemed any information 
from that source perfectly reliable. It will 
be seen that Mr. Green declares that Mr. 
Lu3k set np a plea on behalf of the Glenn 
estate that on a tract of 160 acres it costs 
$1 20 to produce a cental of wheat; that as 
the acreage increased the cost of producing 
wheat decreased until it cost only 50 cents 
per cental on large holdings. Mr. Green 
says that on this theory alone the verdict 
in favor of the Glenn estate was rendered. 
It was upon these statements that the edi­ 
torial of the R e c o rd -U n io n oí November 
13th was based. 
The communication, which follows the 
editorial comments of the Sun, is from F. 
C. Lnsk, the chief attorney for the Glenn 
estate. He declares that no such testi­ 
mony was introduced, and that no such 
question was at issue in the case or was 
considered by the jury in arriving at a 
verdict. We print the editorial and the 
communication and for the present leave 
the question of fact between Mr. Green and 
Mr. L n sk ; 
[From the Colusa Sun, November 12th.] 
It has been the theory th at the sm aller tlie 
tract of laud the more valuable, aud up to the 
adoption of the present Constitution this was 
the theory of assessment. T hat instrum ent un­ 
dertook to m ake the assessment equal in that 
regard, but almost everywhere the large tracts 
have the advantage. At the trial of the con­ 
dem nation suit of Central Irrigation District 
against the Glenn estate, the delendants set up 
and proved a new state o f facts, and on this 
state of facts a new deal m ust be had in the 
m atter of assessment. Mr. Lusk set up a pies 
that on a lt>0-acre tract it cost *1 20 to produce a 
ceDtal of wheat, and th at this cost was reduced 
as the acreage increased until it cost only fifty 
cents to produce a cental of wheat. He proved 
this theory by nearly all the large land owners 
of this part oi the State, including J. S. Cone, 
R. H. Blossom, H. Kraft, John Bidweil, I). M. 
Reavis, O. C. P ratt, Colonel George Hager, 
John IJoggs, J. C. Stovall, George Packer ana 
Jam es Balsdon. On this theory and this theory 
alone a verdict was rendered for 523,000 more 
than the proportion of the asking price of the 
sm all owners of laud through which the canal 
runs. Now then— 
Land m ust be taxed on a sliding scale be­ 
tween 120 cents for a quarter section to 50 cents 
for 50,000 acres in profit. T hat is: 
The 50,000-acre tract m ust be taxed two and 
four-tenths tim es as m uch per acre as the 100- 
acre tract. 
The verdict of the jury was over four tim es as 
m uch as the sm all owners asked for damages, 
but we shall be content w ith the other scale so 
lucidly set out by the counsel for the defense. 
The Sun hr.-' never yet entered a contest that 
it did not win in the long run, and it wUl win in 
this. 
The large land holders joined to get 
money on this theory, and by it they m ust pay­ 
out money. 
MB. LUSK’S STATEMENT. 
Eds. Record-U nion: A ttention has been called 
to the leading editorial in your issue of Novem­ 
ber 23d, entitled ‘ Colusa County Fossilism.” 
The article is based on testim ony said to have 
been given in a recent suit tried in the Superior 
Court of Colusa county, involving the am ount to 
be paid the Glenn estate as dam ages incurred 
bv an irrigation canal passing through it. The 
misrepresentations as to this suit continuously 
published by interested parties in a local Co­ 
lusa paner were regarded of little im portance as 
long as they come from th at source alone, as it 
is understood in that county th at their ulterior 
purpose is to affect witnesses and jurors in other 
suits of a like nature now pending. But when 
thev are naturally perhaps, and innocently as­ 
sum ed to be true and m ade the text for a leader 
in so influential a paper as the Record-U nion 
it would seem proper th at a correction should 
be made. 
This was not an action, as your article states, 
brought bv the Glenn estate against the Irriga­ 
tion District, but by the latter against the estate 
to condem n a right of way for a large irrigation 
canal under the law of em inent dom ain. The 
estate owned a parallelcgram ic-sliaped tract of 
16,’ 00 acres, through w hich the canal is to cross 
in a diagonal direction for six and one-half 
miles in a very sinuous line, there being forty- 
five courses in th at distance. Under the Consti­ 
tution, before the right of way could be con­ 
dem ned for public use, the owners of the land 
must have full and just com pensation, includ­ 
ing the value of the 128 acres actually taken, 
and the dam ages th at would accrue to the por­ 
tion not sought to be taken by reason ot its 
severance, 
th is dam age could be best proved 
by experts, persons cultivating large tracts of 
land. 
The defendants exam ined J. S. Cone, R. H. 
Blossom, H. Kraft, George Cham plin, of Teham a 
county; John Bidweil, D. M. Reavis, John 
Crouch, L. H. McIntosh, D. D. Harris, O. C. 
I'ratt, of Butte county; John B».ggs, John Fin- 
nell, Colonel George Hager, G. F. Packer and 
Jam es Balsdon,of Colusacounty. Tney testified 
to the dam age resulting from having to erect 
and m aintain necessary bridges, from the diffi­ 
culty in m oving stoca aud m achinery over the 
laud, and tbe injury from 
having square­ 
shaped tracts of laud throw n into irregu­ 
lar-shaped fields by the canal, etc , etc. The 
jury rendered a verdict th at the property was 
dam aged the sum of 826,000. The jury' was com­ 
posed of representative farm ers oi that county, 
and while no fault can be found w ith them , or 
with their action, and knowing that they did 
exactly w hat seemed to them right, there is no 
hesitation in saying that the verdict does not 
half com pensate the owners of the land for their 
actual damages, 11 being barely sufficient to 
erect the necessary bridges on the canal and 
provide a sinking fund for their repair and 
m aintenance, to say nothing of other elem ents 
of damages. T hat presents only an ordinary 
litigation of no public interest. Only an insig­ 
nificant part of the estate is in the irrigation 
district, and entitled to the use of the waters of 
the eanal, and that not irrigable land. The es­ 
tate had never opposed th at irrigation district, 
and the suit raked only the common question 
of dam ness ii.cident to all condem nation suits. 
You m ake it a m atter of public interest when, 
iu com m enting on it. you say it "has produced 
most startling developm ents. It was shown by 
the testim ony that the wheat raised on holdings 
of 160 to 320 acres of land iu the State of Cali­ 
fornia cost the raiser 51 20 per hundred, while 
w heat raised on holdings aggregating 20.000 to 
50,000 acres can he produced at fifty cents per 
hundred. 
A n d fu tth ei: “The testim ony ap­ 
peared to establish this beyond controversy.” 
And yon referred to the w riter as having se­ 
cured a judicial decision based on this testi­ 
mony, which would lead to m any gloomy aud 
im portant conclusions. 
The object of this com m unication is to say to 
yon, so that it may receive the same wide circu­ 
lation that its statem ent had. that there was ab­ 
solutely no such testim ony given on the trial of 
that case by any witness, cilher in words or 
in substance. No witness testified as to w hat it 
would cost to raise a cental or any other quan­ 
tity of wheat on any sized tract of land or under 
any circum stances whatever. No such question 
was asked any witness. No such a question or 
issue was In the ease, or was considered by tbe 
jury in arriving at its verdict. A n d tb eo n ly 
ihing of even cognate character was the testi­ 
mony of witnesses that it would be cheaper to 
farm large, square shaped fields than sm all or 
large ones with irregular-shaped lines, aud in 
th at connection some witnesses stated that it 
was cheaper to farm Urge fields than sm all 
ones. B it no witness was asked and none 
stated w hat tbe difference would be, or w hat it 
cost to raise wheat on any sized tract of land, or 
at ail. 
The gentlem en above nam ed, having given 
no sucli testimony, do not desire to Ire m isrepre­ 
sented, and having offered no such testim ony 
and secured no such decision as you nam e, the 
w riter Is not willing that it should psss uncon­ 
tradicted. It is apparent th at had the testi­ 
m ony, com ing from gentlem en of the intelli­ 
gence and character of 
the witnesses re­ 
ferred 
to, 
been 
as 
you 
supposed 
when 
w riting the article, it would furnish a fact 
of great 
im portance 
to agriculturists and 
olhcrs, but as your inform ation was inac­ 
curate, aud no such fact was established or 
claim ed by any witness, it seems im portant 
both to them and the public th at the error 
should be corrected.

REGULATIONS CONCERNING YOSEMITE 


NATIONAL PARK. 


An E m p ire in th e H eart o f th e Sierra 


N evad a—V an d alism of A ll K inds 


P roh ib ited . 


Secretary of the Interior John W. Noble 
has just issued a circular giving various 
rules and regulations for the protection and 
preservation of the Dew National Parks in 
California—the Yosemite and the Sequoia. 
The boundaries of these reservations, con­ 
taining together considerably over 100,000 
acres, have previously been published. The 
Yosemite includes portions of Mariposa, 
Tuolumne and Mono counties adjoining 
and surrounding the 
present Yosemite 
Park; the other includes all the big-tree 
groves of Tulare county located east of 
Sanger and Visalia. The rules prescribed 
are the same for both reservations. They 
are as follow s; 
“ The Park by said Acts is placed under 
the exclusive control of the Secretary of 
the Interior, and these rules and regula­ 
tions are made and published in pursuance 
of the duty imposed on him in regard 
thereto. 
“No persons other than transient visitors 
will be permitted to be within the Park 
without written authority from the Secre- 
tarv of the Interior. 
"No person shall cut, break, remove, im ­ 
pair or interfere with any trees, shrubs, 
plants, timber, minerals, mineral deposits, 
curiosities, wonders, or other objects of in­ 
terest in the park, and all of the same shall 
be retained in their natural condition. 
‘ The wanton destruction of the fish and 
game from within the park and their 
capture or destruction for the purposes of 
merchandise or profit are forbidden by said 
Acts; and no one shall carry into or have 
in the park any firearms, traps, nets, tackle 
or appliances, or fish or hunt therein with­ 
out a license in writing signed by the 
Secretary or Superintendent of the park. 
"No one shall start or kindle, or allow to 
be started or kindled, any fite in grass, 
leaves, underbrush, debris, or dead timber, 
down or standing; and any one so offend­ 
ing will be held responsible pecuniarily for 
all damages th a t‘ may result from such 
fire. 
"The sale or use of intoxicating liquors 
within the park is strictly forbidden. 
"The Superintendent duly appointed by 
the Secretary is hereby authorized and 
directed to remove all trespassers from the 
park, and enforce these rules and regula­ 
tions and all the provisions of the Acts of 
Congress aforesaid.” 
The natural wonders set apart in the new 
Yosemite Park are not generally known. 
The torty-two townships reserved comprise 
1,500 square miles, or over 960,000 acres, 
located on the sum mit of the Sierra and 
embracing some of the grandest mountain 
scenery in the world. An idea of the size 
of the new park may be gained by contrast­ 
ing it with the original Yosemite grant, 
which includes only 36,111 acres. J. M. 
Hutchins, who has lived in the Yosemite 
valley for over thirty years, estimates that 
fully 700,000 acres of its area are m ountain­ 
ous well-watered and heavily timbered. 
The forests comprise pine, sprnce, fir, hem­ 
lock, tamarack, cedar, madrona, laurel, se­ 
quoia and m ountain mahogany. 
The val­ 
leys. meadows, lakes and streams make up 
the 260,000 acres remaining. 
Lofty Mount Conness, Mount Hoffmann 
and Mount Lyell are within the new grant; 
a« is also the grand canyon of the Tuol­ 
um ne river, including the H etch-netchy 
valley. 
Wawona, now a stopping place for 
Yosemite tourists, is just south of the 
grant 
The sources of the San Joaquin, 
the Merced and the Tnolum ne rivers, as 
well as the entire watershed that makes up 
all the present Yosemite streams, is com­ 
prised in the great reservation. 
It is of 
erea* interest to note in connection with 
the above rules that they have no applica­ 
tion to the present Yosemite grant, which 
remains as it has been, under the care of 
our State Commissioners. It is still state 
property, although the new Government 
reservation surrounds it on all sides. 
Secretary Noble, in his circulars, recog­ 
nizes and favors Yosemite, not Yo Semite— 
■ the old Indian method—as the official des­ 
‘ ignatipn 9f tfse reservation.

IN SACRAMENTO.

Thanksgiving Day was quite generally 
observed in this city yesterday. Many of 
the business houses did not open at all, 
and other closed at noon, while the work­ 
shops and factories were generally de­ 
serted, giving a decided holiday aspect to 
the city. 
The weather was warm and 
pleasant, and crowds of people were out in 
all directions enjoyiDg the balmy atm os­ 
phere. 
Those piously inclined attended divine 
service. St. Paul’s Church was well filled 
w ith a thankful congregation. An addi" 
tional choir of snrpliced girls rendered the 
music in connection with the 
regular 
choristers. This is the first introduction 
of a snrpliced (or robed) girl choir cn the 
coast. The girls looked very pretty and 
attractive in their 
churchly 
costumes. 
Some of the best girl-singers in the city 
have been selected to make up this addi­ 
tional choir. They entered the chancel by 
a side door during the singing of the pro­ 
cessional, instead of coming in with the 
regular choir. 
After the rector, Mr. von Herrlicb, had 
thanked the members of the parish for 
their generous donations to the Thanks­ 
giving festival for the poor of the city, 
he gave them a short, energetic sermon 
from the text, "Giving thanks always for 
all things," in which he said: "Alm ost ev­ 
erybody will give thanks lor som ethings, 
but there are not so many who are willing 
to give thanks for all things; but he who 
has the faith and trust to believe that ail 
things work together for good to them that 
love the Lord, could obey this wide sweep­ 
ing injunction. The trouble is, we have 
our own narrow ideas of what is best 
for us. 
We look at life in a fragment. If 
merely to 'eat, drink and be merry' is the 
highest end and purpose of life,then the epi­ 
cure’s motto is a good out; but if life means 
the building up of a noble and Christ-like 
character, then we must have a different 
standard; then the prosperity or the ad­ 
versity, the joys and the sorrows of life 
m ust be regarded from the standpoiut of 
w hat thev have done toward our moral 
and spiritual erowth und development. A 
smooth sea never made a great mariner. 
It is not the level, eásy walk which most 
develops physical strength and fiber. The 
worth of a tiling m ust be determined by its 
ultim ate result and accomplishment.” ’ 
After dwelling upon the results of sor- 
fow and affliction ih their higher moral 
and spiritual accomplishments, and the 
purpose of difficulty in developing final 
power and character, the speaker referred 
to the superiority of American institutions 
and their advantages over those of foreign 
countries. 
H e contrasted the opportunities 
of our workmen over those of Europe and 
the East; the wages in the respective lands— 
China, twenty cents per day; India, fifteen 
cents; Great Britan, ninety-one cents; Rus­ 
sia, thirty-five cents; Germany, seventy- 
two cents; France, eighty cents; Spain, 
fifty-five cents; Italy, sixty-five ceuts—and 
so on. There is an opportunity in America 
for everyone if they will only energetically 
avail themselves of it. 
Mr. von Herriich spoke about Thanks­ 
giving Day as having its prototype in the 
old Jewish Feast oí the Tabernacles; but 
dwelt especially upon that first thanksgiv­ 
ing day, centuries ago, when a little hand­ 
ful of "brave men and heroic women—the 
rem nant of the one hundred and two who 
had come over in the Mavtlowei—gathered 
around their autum nal feast to bless God. 
For what?—that they had not all starved, 
that the hostile Indians had not murdered 
them , and that disease and hardship had 
spared at least a few of th em ; but, most of 
all, that there they could worship God ac­ 
cording to their own consciences in a ¡and 
of freedom and personal liberty! 
Not as the conqnerer comes— 
They the true-hearted came; 
Not w ith the roll of drums, 
Nor the trum pet blast of fame. 


W hat sought they thus afar ? 
Bright jewels of the m ine? 
The w ealth of seas ? the spoils of w ar ? 
The jso u g h t a laith’s pure shrine ! 


Aye, call it holy ground— 
The sod where first they trod; 
They left unstained w hat there they found, 
Freedom to worship God

A NOBLE HORSE. 


D e a th o f T h e o d o re W in te rs ' N o ted T h o r­ 
o u g h b re d S ire, N o rfo lk . 
The gallant Norfolk is no more. H is 
race has been run, and the old horse has 
baen laid to rest auder the sod at the 
Rancho del Rio, near this ciiy, where he 
had spent the many years since his retire­ 
m ent from the turf. H e’vras the greatest 
of his day—the king of the turf—but like 
all champions, he had to give way to the 
younger and sturdier of his race. 
A week ago the old horse was stricken 
with paralysis in the region of the loins, 
and lingered until Tuesday. The history 
and achievements of Norfolk have been 
so often published in the last twenty years 
that they are familiar to turfmen in ail 
parts of the country. He was bought by 
Theodore W inters in Kentucky early in ttie 
sixties, the price paid being $15,001—the 
odd dollar having been demanded by his 
owner because he had resolved not to sell 
him unless he received a higher price($15,- 
000) than had up to that tim e been paid in 
this country for a racer. 
Norfolk’s performances in his two and 
three-year-old form had inspired Mr. W in­ 
ters with a desire to own him , and he de­ 
termined to have him if money would buy 
him . Norfolk’s first performance of note 
on this coast was his race with Lodi, owned 
by Nathan Coombs of Napa, which he 
won. His three miles 
íd 5:271, in 1865, 
when four years old, was the be3t on rec­ 
ord when it was mace, but in 1884 Drake 
Carter ran the distance in 5:24 at Sheeps- 
head Bay. 
Norfolk was one of the most noted thor­ 
oughbred sires tbe country has known, his 
colts having won both fame and riches in 
the best company. Emperor of Norfolk 
was the best three-year-old in 18S8, and Et 
Rio Rey had no peer among the two-year- 
olds the following year. 
Alta, Prince of 
Norfolk, Mollic- McCarty. Bonanza, and 
many others of the get of Norfolk, were 
noted winners in their days. 
The old horse lived the full term of years 
allotted to his species, and died full of 
equine honors. He leaves behind him sev­ 
eral sons and daugbters to perpetuate his 
name and fame.

To locate a disease m akfs possible a cure: 
to acknowledge a weakness may lead to the 
growth of strength; a cry for help may 
enable others to offer assistance without 
fear of offense. Believing this, I desire to 
call attention to what seems to me a weak­ 
ness in our work, and hope that many 
among you will be able to offer the help­ 
ful suggestions which we so much need. 
W e arc not here a? Prim ary, or Gram­ 
mar, or Ungraded, or High School teach­ 
ers, jealous of every other department, and 
each eager to protest that any fault in our 
system of education m ust lie somewhere 
else than at the door of his own school. 
Sometimes I wish that through all the siow 
progression from Kindergarten to Univers­ 
ity neither teacher nor child might ever be 
conscious of any mere decided change than 
that indicated when to our pupils we 
should say: "W e have taught you all we 
can this year. Another guide will help you 
to advance through the year to come. Ap­ 
ply w hat you have learned. Be eager to 
gain new knowledge.” 
Tbe kindergaten teacher takes the child 
from his mother’s arms, and to some ex­ 
tent we aie all responsible for bis welfare, 
until ttie University professor bids farewell 
to the men who leaves the college walls. 
As we all alike share the responsibility, 
so I am sure that all alike we are eager to 
do our part in fashioning that best gift that 
man or woman can place in the out­ 
stretched hai.ds of a grateful country—an 
intelligent, loyal citizen. 


A DEFECT IN TIIE FOUNDATION 
Means weakness throughout the whole 
edifice; a failure to provide 
necessary i 
means mekes impossible satisfactory re- ! 
suits; and it seems to me a serious m atter j 
if we must fa truth acknowledge that the ¡ 
children who have passed through seven or j 
eight years of school life cannot read; and ¡ 
if they cannot read, does not every avenue ! 
that should temptingly invite them to 
enter aud explore the walled city of learn­ 
ing thrust in their disappointed faces the 
hopeless notice, “No Thoroughfare” ? 
In saying that they cannot read, I intend 
to assert ttiat they can neither grasp for 
their own use the meaning of fairly simple 
English, nor can they read it aloud so that 
its meaning may be conveyed to their 
listeners. Many claim that the first failure 
includes the second; and, on the other 
hand, that a child who thoroughly compre­ 
hends what is printed for bioi will natur­ 
ally be a good oral 
reader; but ex­ 
perience shows that, like 
many other 
theories, 
this 
one 
is 
not 
support­ 
ed by 
facts. 
Intelligent silent "read­ 
ing and satisfactory reading aloud are the 
soul and the body of the art. In banian 
life we sometimes find a body 0f perfect 
grace and symmetry, where Vne indwelling 
soul is of too m inute proportions to war­ 
rant consideration ; while a soul beautiful 
enough to soar 
on angel wings may 
be hidden in a body dwarfed, and de­ 
formed, and hideous. 
So I have heard a 
selection rendered with so distinct an artic­ 
ulation, and so sweet a voice, while it was 
accompanied by such graceful gestures 
that the hearers perceived a far deeper 
meaning than tbe intellect of the reader 
possessed 
the 
power to com prehend: 
and I have known pupils whose rapid 
glance would take the living heart from 
the printed page, and make it quicken 
the current of their own intellectual life, 
and yet who in reading 
aloud would 
stumble, and hesitate, and mispronounce, 
until listening and agony became syn­ 
onymous terms. Pupil3 of 14 or 15 or 16 
years of age should 
read 
intelligently 
and with what might ba called 


GOOD MECHANICAL EXECUTION. 
Do they fulfill either requirem ent? Ex­ 
periment and see. Ask them toread aloud 
any selection of no greater difficulty than 
the accomplishment of their Bohoo! work 
necessitates placing in their Usnds; but let 
it be something with which you ere not 
already familiar. Then see how many of 
the class will read so that you can under­ 
stand even tbe words they are endeavoring 
to pronounce. See if such matters as 
rhetorical pauses, modulation 
and ex­ 
pression are not brought to miud only 
because there is an aching void where they 
stiould exist. Try the experiment in any 
grade from the eighth to the fir3i. and I 
iear that you will find my statem ent is a 
true one. 
Place before them a simple poem, con­ 
taining no more figurative language than 
enters into ordinary speech, and having 
very few unfam iliar words; tell them, or 
allow them, to find for themselves the 
meaning of any terms that puzzle them; 
and then bid them express the ideas in 
their own language, verbally or in writing. 
Orally, this exercise can be given in any 
grade, with the reading matter appropriate 
thereto; but to enable you to fully realize 
the dismal lack of comprehension on the 
part of a large proportion of your pupils, a 
written version will be most effective. Do 
you say that this refers more to compo­ 
sition than to reading ? I think not, for I 
have in mind now, not the proper con­ 
struction of sentences nor the rules of 
rhetoric, nor such matters as punctuation 
or capitalizing, but 


THE SIMPLEST RENDITION 
Of what the child has attempted to read ; 
and the youngest child, no m atter how 
limited his vocabulary, can tell what he 
knows—not smoothly, perhaps, but intelli­ 
gently. He comes to grief only when he 
tries to tell something that is meaningless 
to him . 
A wtek or two ago I placed before the 
children of my own clas3 (pupils of the 
average age of 15) a little poem which 
seemed appropriate to the season. It was 
simply expressed, and the pupils were given 
time to "read and iDwardiy digest it.” 
After a season of meditation, they were re­ 
quired to reproduce the selection in their 
own words. 
I will read you the poem, one 
written by Margaret Sangster, and (hen try 
to give you some idea of ttie result. The 
poem is called 


THANKSGIVING AT THE OLD HOME. 
On '.he western slope ot the sun lit hill 
The wee brown house is clinging: 
A last year's nest th at is lone and still, 
Though it erst was filled w iih singiug. 
W hen fleet were the children's pattering feet, 
And their thrilling childish laughter 
And their m erry voices were sweet, oh, sweet, 
Ringing from floor to ratter. 


The beautiful darlings, one by one, 
From the nest's sale shelter flying, 
W ent forth in the sheen of the m orning’s sun. 
Their Guttering pinions trying; 
Eut oft as the reaping tim e is o'er. 
Aud the hoar-frost crisps the stubble, 
They haste to the little home once more 
From the great w orld's care aud trouble. 


And the m other herself is at the pane. 
With a hand the dim eyes shading; 
And the flush of girlhood tints agaiu 
Tbe cheek th at Is thin and lading: 
For tier bovs and girls are com ing home, 
The m other's kiss the guerdon. 
As they cam e ere yet they had team ed to roam, 
Or had bowed to the task aud burden. 


Over the door’s worn sill they troop, 
The skies of youth above them : 
The blessing of God on the happy group, 
Who have m other left to love them . 
They well may sm ile iu the face of care, 
To whom such grace is given— 
A m other’s faith and a m other's prayer 
Holding them close to heaven. 


There are tiny hands th at pull her gown, 
Aud sm all heads bright and golden. 
The childish laugh and the childish frown, 
And thedim pled fingers folden 
T hat bring again to the m other’s breast 
The sra-il of the sunny weather. 
When she hushed her brood iu the crowded nest. 
And all were glad together. 


A truce to the jarring notes of life, 
The cries (.f pain and passion; 
Over tills lull in the eager s rlfe 
Love hovers, Eden-fashion. 
In the wee brown house were lessons taught 
Of strong and sturdy living. 
And ever where hon-st hands have wrought, 
God hears the true Thanksgiving. 
Several pupils of ratber more than aver 
aae ability showed that tbe idea they de­ 
rived from the reading was that genuine 
feathered birds were meant through all the 
poem, and you can imagine how very 
funny (to an y o n e not responsible for the 
advancement of the writer.-) papers niigut 
be in which the mother bird is represented 
as shading her eyes with her hand, a 
youthful blush meanwhile suffusing her 
wasted (only they said lean, or slim, or 
slender) cheek, while the young birds 
marched over the threshold; or in another 
place were adorned with golden hair, and 
were engaged in the astonishing occupa­ 
tion of pulling the gown of the mother 
b ird ! These writers are not stupid children, 
and in some kinds of composition work are 
nnusualiy apt; but they simply do not read 
under9tandingly. 
This version seemed rather discouraging, 
but what shall we say about the much 
larger num ber of unfortunate children 
who did not obtain even a bird’s-eye view 


of the author’s meaning, and who pro­ 
d u c e d s u c h painful conglomerations of 
w o rd s 8S th is: 
THANKSGIVING IN THE OLD HOME. 
A little brown cottage, which long ago was 
’ filled with music, and merry laughter sounding 
from the bottom of the room to the high tim­ 
bers, is now solitary -and quiet 
The youthtul 
favorites hurry home again, and from the bed's 
sale covering, and went forward in the rays of 
the morning sun, their shaking quills toiling, 
but as the gathering time is over, and the wniie 
frozen vapors curi the stubrj of wheat and rye 
from the noble earth's care and distress. 
The m other is looking out of the window- 
glas.-, w ith her hands keeping the light from 
her weak eyes, the flush of girlhood colors once 
more her cheeks, w hich are slender aud pa’e, 
for her children are com ing to th eir cottage as 
they came before, yet they had been taught to 
w ander, or they lei low to toil and weight, aud 
th eir m other kis ed them as if it were a grear 
reward. Over 
the 
fram e-opening sill they 
stepped with the heavens ot early life over 
them ; the Heavenly F ather blessing the chil­ 
dren who have a m other to look to them ; they 
w ill look pleasant in the face or m anagem ent 
to the person such m ercy is given; a m other 
belief and a m o th ers petition holding the 
children near to Eternal Life. 
Brief are the shaking tunes of life, the cries 
of the sick and suffered, over the quiet in hard 
toll, blessing moves Edeu style; in the little

WHERE THE FAULT LIES. 
Perhaps you think this is an excenlion- 
ally bad production,' but there were many 
others almost equally hopeless. 
Perhaps 
it occurs to you that the pupil who con­ 
structed this remarkable exercise is one of 
those extremely dull children who, by 
dint of rem aining two or three years in a 
grade, a! last come nearly to the end of tbe 
gram mar school course. On the contrary, 
at l ast seven or eight good teachers have 
judged her and have not found her want­ 
ing, for from the eighth grade up she has 
been promoted every year, and it is not 
impossible that at the end of next July she 
may bo stn t forward to the hiah school, 
there to pursue such studies as algebia and 
Latin and ancient history and literature, 
with what profit to heneif and with what 
satisfaction to her teachers I leave you to 
imagine. 
Are any of you saying that we 
must be unfortunate in our teachers or in t 
our pupils? I believe that a more faithful 
and conscientious corps of teachers thau 
our own ii would be hard to find anywhere; 
and the pupils who come to us from other 
schools, other cities, other counties, are, to 
speak mildly, no better than our own. 
Poor reading is so common that we expect 
it. and are surprised only when we meet 
with an exception. 


HOW FAR ARE WE TO BLAME 
For this condition of things? 
W hen pu­ 
pils present themselves to us for admission 
to our respective classes, and confidently 
give us, as a kind of password, the inform ­ 
ation that they have read through the 
fourth, or third, or second reader, do we 
patiently try to discover whether they cm 
and do read intelligently and thoughtfully 
in that reader or iu anything else ? Do vre 
test their power of articulating- distinctly ; 
of pronouncing fairly w ell; of conveying 
to oihers the ideas whose printed expres­ 
sion they see before them ? 
Do we not 
rather smile pityingly at their ignorance in 
supposing that refuting is of the slightest 
importance in school, or hotue, or public 
life, aud say condescendingly to them, 
“Never mitid about tbe reader. How far 
have you been in arithmetic, and what 
gram mar have you studied ?” 


THE EEMEDY. 
W hat can we do to bring about an im- 
grovement? Can we not, nil of us (for no 
one teacher or one grade alone can effect a 
change—there must be a step forward all 
along the line), can we not, collectively 
and individually, think cf some means 
that we can adopt as an aid in the good 
work? For it is a good woik, and one 
whose accomplishment would affect m a­ 
terially every study which the child pur­ 
sues (at a hopless distance, sometimes) or 
that we endeavor to teach. 
Can we not, first of all. Lelp onr pupils 
to some comprehension ot the words that 
tbey now see only with the eyes and not 
with the m ind? Can we not show even 
the younger children that the expressions 
used cannot always be taken literally—that 
sentences do not always state sc oal facts, 
but only suggest them ? 
Children are 
growing so painfully and barrenly literal 
that unless some active measures are soon 
taken tbe inspiring pages of all good liter­ 
ature will be incomprehensible to tbem. 
W hen it is a possible thing that a pupil 
balf through our second grade can be puz­ 
zled and distressed by the statement that 
some one was "sitting in the sun,” because 
“the sun is so far away that a person could 
not sit in it,” perhaps you wili agree wiih 
me (hat what we think of aud what 
really is 
PERFECTLY SIMTLE READING MATTER 
Is a sealed mystery to many of our pupils ; 
and I believe in helping them up to a bet­ 
ter understanding, not in trying to fina 
baby reading matter for tbem. 
You need 
not talk of figures of speech by name, but 
do not be afraid of them, for they cannot 
be avoided, even though they may be 
slighted. There is scarcely a strong and 
impressive word that is nut good for more 
than its face value. W hy, when you think, 
you will see that it is that very fact which 
gives them their peculiar force. The bare, 
literal meaning enters the mind like a 
drill, aud into the opening thus made the 
higher, better, more real meaning slips 
smoottily but firmly, and ¡3 held aud 
riveted there forever. 
And while we help the children to see 
no longer "as through a glass, darkly,” 
can we not each day ground them in the 
pronunciation of a few words, and teach 
them the importance of enunoiuting firmly 
tbe terminal sound of every word and 
every syllable? The universal adoption of 
that last suggestion would enable us to bid 
a joyous farewell to indistinct and rapid 
reading. Cannot the children be taught 
how to stand ; how to use the lungs; how 
to hold the chin ? 


CAN THEY NOT BE TRAINED 
To read with fairly good expression—Dot 
affectedly and theatrically, but simply and 
earnestly? You will find that most of 
them aie absolutely afraid to do so now, 
and it needs our united efforts to remove 
this one obstacle to their improvement— 
fear of ridicule. 
Fellow (escbers, together we have the 
children in our care for eigh', and in some 
cases, for eleven years of theii young lives; 
can we not together bring about a better 
condition of things than now exists? No 
one alone can du all that Í3 needed, but 
would there 
not be the beginning of 
a grand and necessary revival if each one 
would resolve that no m atter what subject 
is “crowded out" by the exigencies of heavy 
demands upon limited time, this thrice 
im portant study, reading, shall be faith­ 
fully taught? Do not neglect it, for it is 
the guiding light that illum ines the path­ 
way of the little child; brightens and 
cheers, and m ak 's pissible the ; r i.tress of 
the hopeful youth; and that finally flashes 
aud glows in splendid radiance as the cul­ 
tured man walks with a steady tread 
through tbe boundless kingdom of know l­ 
edge, enabling him to gather for his owd 
use the gleamiDg gems scattered along his 
way. sending backward its brilliant rays to 
reveal the hidden secrets of the past, and 
giving him the power to show to those to 
come the achievements of the present.

Manager Enright, of the Sacramento 
Baseball Club, returned from San Fran­ 
cisco yesterday disgusted with the combi­ 
nation at tbe Bay that runs the California 
League affairs. 
“ Matters were run,” said the manager, 
“just as if Director Campbell, of Stockton, 
and myself, were not present. 
Finn and 
Robirson, with Mone siding in with them, 
had everything their own way, and showed 
their unfairness when they ordered the 
three deciding games to be played in 
Stockton. F in n ’s proposition to play to 
free gates in San Francisco was simply ab­ 
surd. 
He wants to discourage the forma­ 
tion of a club in Sacramento for next sea­ 
son by doing everything possible to hinder 
us from m aking a iy money. Do you sup­ 
pose he would make such a proposal if 
Oakland was disputing the championship 
with him ? 
No; in that case he and Rob­ 
inson would go in together, order the game 
to be played in San Francisco, and by 
charging ttie usual admission fee pocket 
about $2.500 each 
We could get the 
grounds, if we pressed the matter, but the 
fact is that Finn thinks he will lead ns 
wherever he pleases. He will be surprised, 
however, when he ieirn sth a t we do not 
intend to play in Stockton. H e can go 
there, if he wants to, but tbe Sacramento 
Club will no*, and nu reasonable or sensi­ 
ble person will blame us. Sacramento has 
a club which has shown itseif to be the 
best in the L?ague, and the players have a 
great deal of respect for themselves.

private opinions and can judge his decision 
for what it is worth.

BATTLE OP THE UTS. 


DEPEW 
AND 
CLEVELAND 
MEASURE 
POST-PRANDIAL BLADES.

The New York d u m b e r of Commerce 
held its annual banquet on the 18th in­ 
stant. 
The speakers were Chauneey M. 
Depew, President Smith, President Eliot, 
of Harvard; Carl Schurz and George W m, 
Curtis, and the unexpect-d epeaker was 
Mr. Cleveland. The passage between Mr. 
Depew and Mr. Cleveland was reported by­ 
telegraph, but the report v as bungled and 
badly put together, and failed to present 
clearly the points of the battle of wits—in 
some respects it misinterpreted the rem arks 
of the speakers. W e reproduce from the 
New York Tim a of the l!J:h the two 
speeches which have occasioned so much 
comment, om itting the references to re­ 
peated applause and laughter: 


M R . D E F E W S S P E E C H . 
Chauneey M. Depew received a liberal 
share of friendly applause when he arose 
to talk on the subject of “Commercial Re­ 
ciprocity.’’ 
He scored two or three good 
points with his listeners when he referred 
to the adm irable demonstrations of com­ 
mercial and financial reciprocity in the 
crisis just passed, but 
stumbled badly 
when he touched on politics. He spoke 
admiringly of Jam es G. Blaine's reciprocity 
views, and incidentally alluded to the fact 
that Grover Cleveland had been placed in 
nom ination for the Presidency, for 1S92, 
by Congressman Springer of Illinois. Im ­ 
mediately there was an outburst of ap­ 
plause that increased in volume and en­ 
thusiasm until it took on the form of an 
ovation to Mr. Cleveland. The applause 
and cheering lasted for several seconds. 
Mr. Depew appeared nonplussed at the 
effect of an illusion which he had evidently 
intended to be jocular. 
He choose his 
course quickly, however, and with all of the 
fervor and defiance of a stanch party man 
exclaim ed; 
“ If such an event as Mr. Springer sug­ 
gests should be brought about, then I 
would like to recreate the conditions of 
1888 and place Jam es G. Blaine in the field 
and start on a fair race." 
Some applause followed this remark, but 
compared to the applause bestowed upon 
Cleveland's name it was as a summer 
ehower is to a thunder-storm. Probably 
never before at a public banquet had Mr. 
Depew so completely put his foot in it. 
H e seemed to feel the situation keenly, for 
he rem arked plaintively that fie felt lone 
some standing on a platform with his 
friends ex-President 
Cleveland, George 
W illiam Curtis, President Eliot of Harv 
ard, Horace W hite oí the Post and Charles 
R. Miller of the Times. He thought that 
under the circumstances the Hon. Carl 
Schurz ought to come to his rescue. 
Turning his attention abruptly to his 
subject, Mr. Depew exclaimed, "W hat is 
reciprocity ? I am of the opinion and feel 
like saving, if Bishop Potter will excuse 
me, that it is in the line of the golden rule 
—do unto others as they do unto you.” 
After a while the speaker took up seri­ 
ously the thread of his subject and spoke 
earnestly and eloquently in the following 
vein: 
“The events of the last few days have 
developed a peril suspected but never felt. 
W e sell to Europe hundreds of millions of 
dollars worth of breadstuff provisions and 
live stock. They are consumed by the 
peoples abroad, and the money pays the 
expenses of our farming, opens new fields 
to the plow, gives us capital* for business, 
and the surplus increases our national 
wealth. 
We sell other hundreds ot m ill­ 
ions of dollars worth of cotton which goes 
into garments which are worn out across 
the sea, and that money comes back to still 
further add to our prosperity and richness. 
We sell other hundreds millions of railroad 
stocks and bonds. That money goes into 
roadbeds and rolling stock, and by no pro­ 
cess can be turned again into cash. Sud­ 
denly a financial cyclone strikes London, 
Paris. Berlin, Vienna, Frankfort. Argen­ 
tines, Turks, Egyptians cannot be sold. 
Then their bankers and investors pour 
upon us an avalanche of our stocks and 
bonds and say, ‘Take back your seenrities 
and return us our m oney.’ 
We find we 
have made a call loan and must take up the 
collateral. 
W ithin the past few weeks we 
have stood the strain of the repurchase of 
all our bonds and stocks which Europe de­ 
sired to sell. 
It was a fearful test, but it 
has superbly demonstrated the strength of 
our financial situation, the soundness of 
our credit, and the permanence of our 
prosperity. 
“ The eight thousand millions of dollars 
which are the capitalization of the rail­ 
ways of the United States furnish the se­ 
curities which are the basis of our business 
and credit. But the breaking of the dam 
of this European reservoir which we have 
been filling, may pour upon 113 a stream of 
securities which will reduce values from 25 
to 50 per cent. 
Such a contraction would 
at certain times suspend the business of 
the country and bring about bankruptcy 
and ruin. These tremendous possibilities 
will be averted as we become rich enough 
to absorb our own securities and loan onr 
own money for our own development. But 
to increase our available resources we mu3t 
enlarge the area of the markets for our 
surplus products. 
The solution of our 
dangerous problems and the solvent of our 
future prosperity lie largely in the direction 
of commercial reciprocity among the na­ 
tions of all America. 
“An imaginary line 4.000 miles in length 
divides the United States from Canada. For 
all the purposes of trade, tariff and taxa­ 
tion, Canada is independent of Great Brit­ 
ain. 
She has an area larger than that of 
the whole United States. She possesses 
incalculable resources which under favor­ 
ing circumstances could be developed. She 
has already a population larger than the 
State ot New York. She needs our com­ 
modities and we need hers in about equal 
measures, and they could be exchanged 
to the infinite advantage of both countries. 
The protectionist who believes that tariffs 
should be levied upon the principle of pro­ 
tection, the revenue retormer who believes 
that they should be exacted only for reve­ 
nue, the' free trader who thinks that they 
should not be imposed at all, could ail 
agree upon the principle that whatever 
laws existed in the United States should be 
adopted by the Canadian Parliam ent and 
become applicable alike along all the coasts 
of this republic and Canada as against the 
rest of the world. But between themselves 
there should be the largest reciprocity and 
closest commercial relations. 
“ The conditions of our trade with South 
America are a stigma upon us as a commer­ 
cial nation. We buv from South America 
$11 2,000,000 worth of goods a year more 
than we sell to them. This is paid in cash 
throngh London, and the English banker 
collects from us over $1,000,000 in commis­ 
sions for the transaction of the business. It 
is easy to imagine the incalculable advant­ 
ages which our farmers, merchants, m anu­ 
facturer*. and railroads would derive from 
reciprocal purchases from us, if only to the 
extent of this $112,000,000 a year. 
Mr. Depew stirred up Dr. Eliot by ex­ 
pressing the belief that it would be a good 
idea for American legislators to relegate 
political economy, with athletics, to the 
American colleges. 


M R . C L EV EL A N D TA LK S OF M R. P E F E W . 
It had been arranged and agreed that Mr. 
Cleveland should make no speech. B ut 
when President Smith announced at the 
close of Mr. Schurz s address that volunteer 
speeches were in order the company arose 
as one m an and demanded that Mr.’Cleve­ 
land should say something. He withstood 
the demand for a long time, but the cries 
and the cheering were so voluminous, so 
persistent and so unabated that he was 
compelled to respond. H e urged as an ex­ 
cuse for his tardiness in responding that he 
came to the banquet as an honorary mem­ 
ber who was not to be called on for a 
speech. 
He had eaten his dinner in that 
comfortable assurance and he bad enjoyed 
him self immensely. 
He did not think it 
was fair to disturb the general contentment 
that was so apparent after the feast and the 
oratory, and he did not believe it was right 
or just when a company had been so com­ 
pletely lulled by the sweet music of the 
other* speakers, that any one should go 
around firing off a blunderbuss. 
If be must speak, however, he would say 
that he should go home with confused 
ideas. 
He had been listening to a great 
deal about music and education and litera­ 
ture and commerce and reciprocity. It 
was what had been said about reciprocity 
that confused him the most. If it were 
such a good thing to have reciprocity with 
Spanish-speaking people, as had been so 
glowingly described, why was it not a good 
thing to have reciprocity with people that 
spoke our own language ? 
If our bread- 
8tu3s bad opened a m arket in foreign 
countries, why was it not beneficial to de­ 
velop and cultivate that m arket? 
H e be­ 
lieved in the old saying that a bird in the 


hand is worth two in the bush, and he 
could not see why we should neglect a m ar­ 
ket that we already had in order to make 
another. If England and France had such 
a spirit o f . reciprocity in 
the financial 
troubles why should they not be given a 
chance in commerce? 
He was strongly tempted to say some­ 
thing about Mr. Depew, but the fact thet 
every other speaker of the evening had meta­ 
phorically jum ped on that gentleman made 
him hesitate. Still Mr. Depew was able to 
stand a great deal of jum ping on, and was 
competent to fight any num ber of men 
who might attack him. 
“W hen Mr. Depew spoke of Mr. Springer 
in 
connection witb myself,” said 
Mr. 
Cleveland, "I could not help thinkiDg that 
Mr. Springer had learned the trick of nom­ 
inating from Mr. Depew himself. As a 
m atter of fact, Mr. Springer said a very in ­ 
nocent thing, and he was probably im ­ 
pelled to the utterence by Mr. Depew’s ex­ 
ample. I well remember the first time I 
ever saw Mr. Depew. It was at Albany. 
At that time I wa3 Governor of the State, 
and the occasion was a banquet of some 
kind—a fire company's 
anniversary or 
something of that sort. I was then a quiet, 
nnambitious man, content and happy in 
the belief that I was doing the State some 
service. I had prepared a most elaborate 
address, and when I had given utterance to 
it Mr. D<pew arose and congratulated the 
people that they had at last elected a Gov­ 
ernor who could make an after-dinner 
speech. H e said m any other nice and com­ 
plimentary things of me, and then made 
this statem ent: 
‘“ I know of nothing belter for the Demc 
cratic party than that it should nominate 
Mr. Cleveland for the highest gift within 
the power of the people. And I know of 
nothing better for the Republican party 
than that it should nominate for the Presi­ 
dency that great and glorious statesman 
whose name rises in the minds of every one 
here, but does not rise to my lips 1’ 
“ ‘I was astonished and puzzled. My se­ 
renity was disturbed. It was the first nom i­ 
nation I had received for the Presidency, 
and I was agitated. One other thought 
came to my mind, and it has lingered there 
ever since. That concerned the identity of 
the great unnamed statesman to whom Mr. 
Depew had alluded, and the inevitable con­ 
clusion was forced npom me that the rea­ 
son Mr. Depew did not mention that states­ 
m an's name was because lie was suddenly 
struck with overwelming modesty. Now, 
I subm it it to you if this example of Mr. 
Depew's does not excuse Mr. Springer. 
“ Well, as time advanced there was a 
National Administration with which I had 
something to do. 
At least I have been 
held responsible for all the errors and re­ 
verses of my party since that time. Never­ 
theless I made up my mind at the time of 
Mr. Depew’s Albany nomination of me for 
the Presidency that I would return the 
favor and nominate him for the Presidency 
whenever I could do so without harm to 
myself. Surely that is reciprocity. 
“But the difference between Mr. Depew 
and myself in this matter of nom ination— 
he was all magnanimity and generosity 
and I am all selfishness. H e said so many 
kind and complimentary things of me that 
his party condemned him . His expressed 
admiration of me caused a Western ad­ 
herent of his to write him a letter in which 
the writer declared that, while he had al­ 
ways regarded Mr. Depew as an ideal man 
and one in whom there was rare Presiden­ 
tial timber, after what Mr. Depew had 
said of that fellow Cleveland, the Western 
adherent would not vote for him for Town- 
master. 
All this carries with it an ac­ 
knowledgment and a confession, and I 
still declare that, whenever I can do so 
without harm to myself, I shall reciprocate 
Mr. Depew’s kindness and nom inate him 
for the Presidency.” 


APPO R T IO N M E N T. 


T h e R e p u b lica n -. P ro p o s e to P a s s a B ill 
th e C om ing S ession. 
W a sh in g ton, 
November 
27th. — The 
problem of the apportionm ent will be con­ 
sidered next Tuesday by the House Census 
Committee, a meeting having been called 
for that day by Chairman Dunnell. Dun- 
nell has no doubt of the passage of the ap­ 
portionment bill during the coming session. 
“ We will have a Republican quorum here,” 
he said, “if for no other purpose than to 
pass this bill. 
Of that you may rest 
assured.” 
Under the Dunnéll bill, framed 
as it was upon the idea that the population 
would be G5 000,000, the membership of the 
Fifty-third Congress would be 354, the 
ratio of representation being ISO,000. As 
the census has shown the population to be 
only about 62,600,000, there will have to be 
some changes. Mr. Dunnell is certain, 
however, that there will be no less than 
350 members under the bill, as he proposes 
to reduce the ratio so as to secure that ^um ­ 
ber. “A great many leading m en,” he 
said To the California Associated Press cor­ 
respondent, “ w ant365 members, and others 
are talking of 400. I am quite certain that 
we will not stay at 332. Nearly all the 
■States are asking for more Congressmen, 
and no member wants the num ber of his 
constituents increased. 
H e has enough 
now to look afte*. I do not see why we 
should not have 600 or 700 members, like 
the English House, and I believe the 
younger generation will live to see that 
num ber.” Dunnell regards as impractical 
the proposition advanced by Springer to 
keep the membership at 332 and increase 
the ratio of representation. He says that 
“this would reduce the size of the delega­ 
tions of the older States in the East, a con­ 
dition which wou'd excite great opposi­ 
tion.” 
H e asserts, with great emphasis, 
that “as the census has been completed and 
announced the duty of this House is to 
make the apportionm ent. Furtherm ore,” 
he added, “the Republicans will be here to 
make it.”
